Washington, May 8.— The Post- 
office Department has a report from 
Agents Seybolt and Neal as to the 
amount of postal revenues in the 
hands of Chas. F. Neeley, the Chief 
of the Bureau of Finance for the 
Postal Department in Cuba, On 
April 23. At that time, according 
to these reports, he appareutl) ac- 
counted for all sumaduetheGovern- 
ment, and it is said by Post-office 
Department officials that if Neeley 
embezzled postal funds he must 
have juggled the figures and made 
false entries, or else took the money 
immediately after the balance was 
struck. According to the figures at 
mand here, however, there is 
apparent discrepancy between 
amount of postal order funds as 
given by Mr. Neeley and the amount 
due the Gov ernment. It was stated 
that he had on April 23, $119,930, 
while the books here indicate that 
he should have had approximately 
$200,000. 

The only matter of interest which 
came before to-day 'sCabinet meeting 
as the alleged heavy shortage in 
le accounts of Neeley. Neeley hai 
een arrested in Rochester, N. Y. 
and the question arose as to whetbe 
the United States or Cuba was re 
isibte for the amount of defalca 
It seemed to be the opinion o 
the members present that ai 
Neeley was appointed by the Unit 
ed States and that in administering 
the affairsof the island thisGovern- 
ment is acting in a sense as a trus- 
tee, it therefore is responsible for 
the shortage and can proceed 
against Neeley 'a bondsmen for the 
amount involved. It was practical- 
ly settled, too, thatNeeley would be 
taken back to Havana for trial be 
fore a civil tribunal. It is expected 
that the prisoners counsel will con- 
test any effort to feturn him to Ha- 
vana, but it is the opinion of the At- 
torney General that it can and 
should be done.
